Horse Shoeing. 


Continue from last week. 


The ligitimate mission of the shoe is 
to prevent undue wear of the walls, 
and a light shoe will do this quite as 
‘well as a heavy one; it 1s moreover en- 
tirely erroneous to suppose that a heavy 
shoe necessarily wears longer than a 
light one, as experience proves the con- 
trary, in many instances, to be the case. 
Eyen among our mammoth draft horses, 
whose shoes must of course be made 
with reference to the weight they have 
to bear and the inordinate strain .to 
which they are subjected when. the 
animal which wears them is at work, I 
am not prepared to admit that it is by 
any means necessary to add to the con- 
cussion to which his feet are unavoid- 
ably subjected, by several pounds .of 
unyielding iron on each foot, when 
shoes weighing half as much would 
serve the purpose equally well.

ence. If we could dispense with nails 
altogether our horse’s feet would be 
immeasurably ‘better off. This unfor- 
tunately we apparently cannot do, but 
we have it in our power tominimize 
an evil, which at presetit, at all events, 
we cannot. entirely avoid. There has 
recently been patented in England a 
nailless horseshoe,for which the paten- 
tees claim extraordinary excellence. 1 
have not yet been able to see one: of 
these shoes, but if thef will enable us 
to dispense with the use of nails they 
will confer a priceless b on horse- 
flesh generally. From the description 
given by the patentees I fail to see, 
however, how the shoes can be kept’ 
sufficiently firnmily in place, nor can I 
glean from the same soufee, that the 
new methodwf attachment (by means 
of.a metal bandand \studs) is equally

“There is, however, one: ats, without 
some “atiton to which any essay of 
this kind would be incompleéte, namely, 
the ‘Charlier shoe,’’ invented some 
years ago by. M. Charlier, a well known 
veterinarian surgeon of Paris, France, 
which has never in my opinion, re- 
ceived either the attention or trial its 
merits deserve: Common sense and 
science alike endorse it, and were the 
system to be more generally known in 
this country I venture to assert that 


intelligent application of a proceeding 
not necessarily hurtful in’ itself.” The 
advantage conferred by hot-fitting con- 
sists in the fact that a.more accurate 
accommodation is by this means more 
readily obtained than by any other 
method, and the contact between hoof 
and shoe can thus be made more inti- 
mate and enduring. In moist climates 
it is only by means of hot-fitting that a 
set of shoes can be got to remain on 
for a reasonable length of time; but in 
no part of this country have I found 
any difficulty of this nature; indeed, on 
the contrary, shoes are usually allowed 
to remain on too long, especially in the 
agricultural districts. It has frequently 
occurred te me, when in the discharge 
of my duties as veterinarian to the 
Farmers’ Institute of Minnesota, I 
have remonstrated with some local 
blacksmith at the number of gigantic 
nails he efployed in affixing a shoe, 
that I have been assured'that did the 
shoe not remain on for several months 
his employer would be dissatisfied and 
would transfer his custom elsewhere. 
Nothing could be more short-sighted 
nor more unreasonable than such con- 
duct, *

And now another crisis has come. 
The higher institutions are everywhere 
feeling the pulsations of a new life. The 
colleges are being re-endowed, as it were, 
in preparation for the new and larger re- 
sponsibilities and privileges, The friends 
of Harvard University have been enlarg- 
ing the resources of that instithbion in 
anticipation of the new provisions which 
must be made,-at the rate of $400,000 a 
year for the last twenty years. ‘Old 
Yale’ has waked up, and provisions have 


‘been made for her to thé -amount of 


$3,250,000 since Pres. Dwight was inaugu- 
rated, in 1886,—$1,250,000 within the last 
twelve months alone, The smaller col- 
leges have been proportionately assisted. 
Williston Seminary, a school of the same 


‘grade as the Academy,’ at Easthampton, 


is not only meeting the demands of the 
moment with the income of $350,000,— 
against , $175,000 as the amount of the 
productive funds of Phillips Academy,— 
but is also marking out her future. in the 
sure prospect of receiving $300,000 more 
within the next ten years, by the terms 
of the will wf her founder. 

And certainly no one who read the re- 
port of the meeting of the Exeter Acad- 
emy’s alumni in Boston on the 15th inst. 
needs to be told that that school is fully 
aroused as to the immediate and pressing 
needs of the academies, in view of the 
future which confronts them. So pro- 
foundly was this meeting impressed by 
the statement of the needs of that Acad- 
emy, from the Principal and the Presi- 
dent of the Trustees, that an arrange- 
ment was made on the spot to raise 
$100,000 for the Phillips Exeter Academy 
during the coming year! 

A'very noteworthy passage. in the re- 
marksof Mr. Hale was where he reminded 
the assembly that if each alumnus of that 
school should pay into the treasury of 
the Academy a sum equal to what his in- 
struction cost the institution, over and | 
above the amount charged for tuition, the 
trustees need never ask for more. Sub- 
stantially the same thing might. be said 
of our Phillips Academy. For more than 
acentury have these two schools been 
thus providing for their pupils; at their 
hands the advantages of secondary educa- 
tion have been largely furnished as a free 
gift.

gregational service. How can it be most | 


helpfully developed?” ‘This was divided 
into topics and discussed by different 
divines as follows: Music, Rev. C. H. 
Oliphant, Methuen; the Scriptures, Rev. 
E. A. Chase, So..Lxwrence; the prayers, 
Rev. 8. I. Briant, No. Chelmsford. Some 
good suggestions were made by them in 
regard to these three important. factors 
of church service. | 

Rev. Mr. Oliphant said singing should 
be primarily praise; simple and expres- 
sive. The church is not a singing school 
and all the people should be catered to 
in the selection of music. Again there 
should be an effort to organize and use 
the talent which exists, and young voices 
should be added to the choir. 

Rev. Mr, Chase. emphasized the impor- 
tance of the minister using scripture 
more, thereby setting the example for 
the people. He suggested the greater 
use of the Scripture in the singing. The 
preaching should be soaked through and 
through with it. ; 

” Rey, Mr. Briant said that prayer should 
be the expression of one’s deepest spirit- 
ual feeling, a spontaneous outburst of 
one’s personal experience. We must 
know. Christ as our father, friend, and 
help. The pastor must be a man of 
prayer. Prayer should not be tedious 
nor too short, but should be marked with 
simplicity of style.

This strong statement, seemingly with- 
out reserve or hypothesis, has taken the 
city by surprise, To the newspaper men 
who have listened to, and watelied the 
tendency of his comments since his return, 
this final flat-footed statement was not al- 
together, unexpected,

the pointing of the silent finger, now he 
has broken the silence with ‘there is the 
man.” But public attention no sooner 
foliowed the attention of Dr. Graves’ ac- 
cusing finger than it finds itself 


Stumbling Over Numerous Obstacles 
and confronted by things which no one has 
yet explained. 


The first of these is the assumption that 
Bennett knew that. Mrs. Barnaby’s . mail 
was to be addressed in Mrs, Worrell’s care, 
This means one of two things, either that 
Mrs. Barnaby corresponded with Bennett, 
and kept him posted in regard to her con- 
stantly chan address, or else that Ben- 
nett knew Mrs. Worrell and where she 
lived and was going to spend the winter. 
There is not the slightest testimony to sup- 
port the first of these theories. 

Miss Hanley, who was brought into the 
closest relations with Mrs. Barnaby, and 
who handled her mail and. wrote her let- 
ters, never knew of any letter passing be- 
tween Bennett and Mrs. Barnaby.” 

The alternate theory, that Bennett knew 
Mrs. Worrall, and where she was, is 
equally untenable. Mrs. Worrall did not 
begin her relations with Mrs. Barnaby 
until after the latter had left the Adiron- 
dacks. She did not visit Mrs. Barnaby, 
and never met Bennett. 

Then comes the curious fact of the-Bos- 
ton postmark. This neither Dr. Graves 
noPany.one else has attempted to explain; 
andon this point as much as on any, 
hinges the mysteriuos murder. 

Dr. Gtaves’ Suggestion 

that the improper relations between Mrs, 
Barnaby and Bennett may have furnished 
stock in trade for a blackmailing scheme 
whose. originators sent the poisoned 
whisky in a fit of anger at the failure of 
their plans to extort money, strikes almost 
every one here as a strangely fantastic 
idea, and has created a more unfavorable 
feeling against Dr. Graves than anything 
he has said. 

Yesterday a man from Danielsonville, 
Conn., who claimed’ to have known Dr, 
Graves a long time and to be familiar with 
his record, made statements damaging to 
the doctor’s reputation. These statements 
were shown to Dr. .Graves, who at once 
started for Providence, prepared to prove 
the truth of his statements. 

One interesting and siguificant fact 
brought out. was the statement of Miss 
Hanley, made reluctantly, and only after 
persistent questioning, that Bennett was a 
low-lived drunken fellow. This statement 
is important in many ways. Miss. Hanley 
knows more than any one—exvept, possibly 
Dr. Graves—about the 

Scenes at Blue Mountain Lake 
last summer,, She knows a great deal 
more than she is willing to tell.at present, 
and the fact that the only statement which 
she has made in regard to matters there 
tallies exactly with Dr. Graves’ statement 
on the same points shows that extraordi- 
nary conditions existed at the Adirondack 


camp. 

If sisi Wiad of affairs did exist, and if 
Mrs. Bennett, angry at her husband’s rela- 
tions with Mrs. Barnaby, forbade the 
latter to ever visit the place again, the 
kernel of this strong-shelled nut lies there 
in the pine woods. , 

Granting the truth of these statements, 
and admitting that letters have passed be- 
tween Bennett and Mrs. Barnaby since the 
latter left: the camp at Blue Mountain 
lake, another possible theory shadows it- 
self forth, and another motive, a wife’s 
jealousy, more powerful even than the love 
of money, may have sent the poisoned 
whisky on its deadly errand. 

No one has yet unravelled the mystery,

Ipisnot very long, ago that, Capt... Os-. 
borne,a of one wing of the Alliance, 
was in Massachusetts looking the ground 
over to see how it lay and what elements 
were needed to plant the ideas of hisfrection 
of the society firmly in this common- 
wealth, He saw some of the officers of the 
Industrial Alliance and. conferred with 
them in regard to the field and the best 
method of its development. A nurtiber 
of the reform elements desired to hold a 
conference in Cincinnati next June, and 
Mr. Osborne wanted to perfect organiza- 
tions of farm labor in this state, that the 
farmers might be represented there, 

This conference was intended. to consider 


the questions affecting the industrial and 


farm classes, decide upon what course it 
was best to pursue in the national election 
of 1892, and whether to 

Formulate a National Platform 
and put a ticket in the field. 

The Industrial Alliance will probably be 
found favorable to the position of the 
Farmers Alliance if it is not too radical, 
Master Workman James H. Mellen of the 
Knights of Labor of this state stated yes- 
terday to areporter of The Post.that the’ 
wing represetted by Capt. Osboriie had not 
the hearty sympathy of General Master 
Workman Powderly or President Pope of 
the Farmers’ Alliance. 

He thought, however, that if the Alli- 
ance got a foothold here and put up an in- 
dependent. national ticket in 1892, that the 
Knights of Labor would be goveraed in 
their action by the evidences of strength 
of the movement and its prospects of suc- 
cess, 

Laboring men were like. everybody else 
in desiring to be with succedsful move- 
ments, and to let alone those which had no 
prospects of amounting to anything, 

The Farmers’ Alliance next winter 
would hold aconvention in Washington 
or some other large.¢ity to take into con- 
sideration the.industrial political situation 
and discuss the wisest- course for reform 
and Jabor organization to pursne in the 
presidential election. 

The: leaders of the Alliance and the 
Knights. of Labor were careful men and 
would not be inclined to a rash act or pre 
cipitate action.on the part of the followers 
which would be premature or. ill-advised, 
or which would result in harm té these or- 
ganizations. 

They would not want to go into a third 
party movement unless it would be a safe 
thing to do and favor the ends they had in 
view. Hence it would not be safe to pre- 
dict that the Farmers’ Alliance wing rep- 
resented by President{Pope, orthe Knights 
of Labor, would be irretrievably commit- | 
ted to a third party movement; 

The was no question but what 

There Was Much Dissatisfaction 
among the members of. these organiza- 
tions with both old parties, but they also 
realize the great difficulty of cementing 
the industrial elements into a compact 
political movement. 

There was a very strong undercurrent of 
feeling among the farmers in the state that 
capital was attempting to create a senti- 
ment in favor of abolishing taxes on. per- 
sonal property. They felt that capital was 
trying to evade its full shareof tax bur- 
dens and shoulder it upon tangible prop- 
erty. 

The farmer knew that he could not 
dodge his taxes, All his property was put 
out in the light and could not be covered 
up. There was a feeling that much prop- 
erty in the possession of-:capitalists did 
escape, and the burden it should beat was 
laid on the backs of those who owned land 
and values on other real estate. There was 
a general feeling among the farmers and 
industrial workers that they must form a 
combination and protect themselves by 

An Offensive and Defensive Alliance. 

Mr. Mellen would not venture an opinion 
as to whether a presidential ticket would 
be put in the field, but it is significant that 
when Congressman Jerry Simpson was in 
Boston one of. the first men he met was! 
Master Workman’ Mellen, 

Mr. Simpson himself is well known as 
favoring an independent presidential 
ticket in 1892, and some labor men in this 
state say that a very large labor vote will 
go to that ticket. Also that the leaders 
of the labor organizations,in this state are 
in full sympathy with many of the tenets 
of faith of the Alliance and would be meer} 
to see some of their schemes realized. 

Some of those who are in sympathy with 
the Alliance think the farmersin Massa- 
chusetta are not correctly . represented..in 
the officers of the Farmers’ League of this 
state, and that many of the Bay State

‘ Does the Moon Cause Earthquakes? 

With regard to the’ phases of the 
moon’s motions, M.-Briseo found that 
in four years, 1886 to 1890, the number 
of earthquakes near: new and full 
moons » exceeded the number at the 
quarters very nearly in the proportion 
of six to four. “In a number of exceed- 
ingly elaborate calculations M. Brisco 
has endeavored to show that, however 
the figures were handled, they always 
present the same general. conclusions, 
but there are not as yet sufficient facts 
to justify more'than a passing allusion 
to this curious speculation. 

It does, however, appear to be an in- 
evitable deduction from the evidence, 
not only that earthquakes ‘occur thore 
frequently at the periods of new and 
full moon, but that their frequency in- 
ereases at the time when the moon is 
nearest the earth and diminish when it 
is: most distant, and, moreover, that 
earthquake shocks are more frequent 
‘when the moon is near the meridian 
than when she isninety from it. 
M. Perrey, the French tist, tried 
to figure out. some connection between 
moon phases and earthquakes as long 
ago as 1844.—St. Louis Republic.

The body was identified by Mr. Allen, 
coachman for Gen. Dale, as John Addi- 
son alias John Gollway, a native of 
Edinburg, Scotland, who for some time 
past has been living a retired life ina 
small house near Judson Reynold’s place, 
working at different periods for various 
farmers in the vicinity. The coroner 
arrived at 6.30 o’clock, and viewing the 
the remains found the left thigh nearly 
severed near the hip, the left ankle was 
crushed and the internal organs were 
found in different places along the line; 
two gashes were found upon the head. 
Undertaker J. D. Mahoney was. tele- 
phoned for and took the body about 8 
o'clock. . 

Decased was about 55 years of age and 
formerly held a position in the silk de- 
partment of R. H. White & Co., Boston. 
Although the man was said. to be ad- 
dicted to liquor, yet the circumstances 
seem to indicate a case of suicide as he 
has at different times wished to make 
away with himself. He leaves a son and 
daughter, and also a half-brother, Rev, 
John: Wilson of Lanark; Ont., Canada.
